From the above statoment it Is made to appesr
that the proportion of deaths at the Marine lfuﬁ;i—
tal has been nearly three times as great ns at an-
other similar establishment on Staten Island.

While exonerating, which I cheerfully do (know-
ing the contemptible source whenee the article cmun-
nates), the worthy and skillfal phyasician of the
Scaman's Hetreat, whose name i wesociated with
m')‘ own in the above article, from all pre-knowledge
of, or participation in, 80 unjust and unfais a state-
ment, | deem it incumbent upon me, in justice Lo
myzell and the nssistants assoeciated with me, to
currect the false impressions which are attempted to
be wude upon the public mind at o mom.-ur wheu
important watters connected with the Murine Hos-
pital aro under the consideration of the Legislature,

In the first place, then, it will be perceived that
different periods have been selected by the anthor
of the article in the Tribune, for 8 comparison of
mortality—that of the Seamann's Retreat is caleu-
luted for the year 1850, and that of the Marine
Hospital for the month of March of the present
yoear.  The mortality is also caleulated in an
erroneous mannor, Instead of the proportion of
douths being given to the whole number treated,
the ratio is estunated upon the basis of discharges
and deaths.

Afmﬂ. from these considerntions, however, the
resultg of tremtment in the two institutions cannot
be compared with any fairness. The one, the Sen-
man's Retreat, is a general hospital for the recep-
tion of snilors sick of all diseases, inoluding surgical
cases, and u large proportion of <yphilitic cases, the
raurtality of which latter should not exceed one per
cent, ucoording to experience in foreign hospitals,
and in our own Ciy Llospital, where greut nambera
uro received,

‘I'ne Murine Heepital on the other hand is re-
stricted by luw to the uccommodation of persons af-
focted with contugious and infoctions disenses, and
all cases o and variolowd are sent from the
“Retreat™ to the ** Marone Hospital,” to be there treated.

It is generally admitted hy modical men, that the
mortality in a quarantine institution devoted to
the reception of contagious disenscs, and of persons
recently arrived from sen—often sent on shore in
dying state—should be much greater than in an
other hospitals, except those appropriated for ﬂi.l."E
children, in which the mortality is always heavy;
henve, should the proportion of deaths at the (Qua-
rantine Hospital exeeed that of other institutions,
it should occusion no surprize, nor should it reflect
upon the medicul trentment. But is this the cnse
in reality ! and is the mortality at the Marine Hos-
pital greater thao that of other hospitals. There is
an old and true saying that < figures will not lie,”
and it is by menns ol these that | shall show that
the success of medieal treatment at the Marine
Hospital, during the time that it bas been under the
charge of the present medieal officers, will benr a fu-
vorable compnrison with that of the other large in-
stitutions of cur eity.

The New York City Hospital and the Bellevne
Hospital are known to be as well managed us any
similur estublishment in the country, and the medi-
cul gentlemen connected with them deservedly oe-
cupy the highest position in their profession. | {ence
they are seleeted as proper institutions to by com-
pared, in so far as o comparison is practicable, with
the Marine Hospital.

Luring the period from April, when the present
officers were appointed, to December, 1849, the
whele number of patients under treatment at the
Marine Hospital waz 3.215. The per centage of
deaths, including 175 deaths from cholera, was
about 15§ per cent; and the per ceotage, excluding
the cholera eases and deaths, but including ship-fe-
ver, (typhus,) small pox, and all other diseascs, was
less than 12 per cent; at Hellevae Hospital the
general mortality, excluling also the deaths from
cholern, was a little over 12 per cent.  The mortali-
ty at the City Hospital cannot be acenrately eom-

pared with the mortulity at the Marine Hospital,
ecanse of the large proportion of general and mild
dizenses there teeated ; the pumbers of syphilitie
eases, nmong which, as already stated, the deaths
are vily about 1 per cont 3 and, also, because of the
pumber of surgionl coses which die within a few
Lonrs of admisson, and which it would be unfair to
include in the rate of mwortality. The deaths at
Bellevae snd at the City Hospital are perhapsfewer
in proportion to the numbers 1r¢mtrr{ than at any
other large genernl hespitala. At the Inttar, the
general per eentage, incluling sudden denths amld
vofoners’ cages, is about 114, and excluding these,
only about 7 per eent,  The results in particular
diseases, however, can be compared with fairness,
and the following table shows the mortality at the
thiee institutions, in a disense which is the prevail-
ing ene at the Quurantine, and more fatal even
than small pox, viz:—typhas fever. The official
